The National 
League will demand a 
share of gate takings 
from international 
matches before 
releasing its players 
for national or State 
teams.

Watson the wizard 





Joe Watson, Sydney City’s 
31-year-old ball wizard, turned 
out three times for Australia 
against England and hardly 
missed a beat against a bunch of 
professional players with world- 
wide reputations. 

Yet 12 years ago Watson had such a serious 


back operation that specialists told him he 
would never play football again. 


Impish and difficult to tackle as he coolly"™ 


conjures up metres of space in which to weave 
his magic, Watson has enjoyed a string of club 
successes since coming to Australia from 
Scotland in 1973. 


On the field all 1.68 metres of him somehow 
contrives to pack more skill into his size five 
football boots than can be imagined. 

Watson’s first-hand view of the recent 
Austrelia-England games is interesting, espe- 
cially considering the loud discontent from 
sections of the crowd because of negative 


play. 

“J simply loved the chance to play against 
Engiand,”’ he said. 

“I would have been happy with only one 
game but I got three. 

“We started out in Sydney as a very nervous 
side in view of England's reputation. 

“The team got better and by the third 
match we had improved to the extent that it 
was not impossible to beat them. 

‘And I reckon that with two more games we 
might well have done so.” : 

Watson said that, without wishing to delve 
into the contentious matter of match tactics, 
the most praiseworthy fact for Australia was 
the team spirit that acting coach Frank Arok 
engendered. 

“We all wanted to play for each other as 
well as for Australia,”’ he said.

“T have not been selected in recent squads, 
but other players who have been involved fully 
confirmed my own impression.” 

Of his fellow players Watson singled out 
David Ratcliffe, the defender who spent most 
of three games marking superstar Trevor 
Francis, as his man of the series. 

Ratcliffe, he said, had the most difficult 
task of all and had proved himself to be the 
stopper Australia needs for the future. 

Turning to his earlier career, Watson said: 
“T joined the Dundee United Club in 1971 after 
returning to Scotland from a period with Notts 
Forest. 

“I_soon made the first team and played in 
the UEFA Cup against Grasshoppers Zurich. 

“We went down to England and played 
Derby County in the Texaco Cup but I found 
there was a problem with my back and the 
club physiotherapist treated me for fibrositis. 

“Next, my nervous system was affected 
and a growth was located in my spine. 

‘Fortunately it turned out to be benign and 
although Dundee United would not risk having 
me back after I recovered, I had six months 
with Forfar Athletic before migrating to 
Australia.” 

Sydney City Hakoah soon fixed him up with 
a contract and he has been a regular in 
Australia’s most successful club side ever 
since. 

Watson was overlooked for full interntional 
honors by successive Australian coaches until 
Rudi Gutendorf included him against New 
Zealand for a match that was lost 1-0 in Auck- 
land in 1979. 

At 31 Watson claims that he does not expect 
to be involved in future full internationals for 
Australia. 

But the main criteria for selection is usually 
whether a player is good enough or not -. . .- 

and by that yardstick Joe Watson might 
again make the grade. 


“This was the situation that Arok handled 


led fiercely and attacked from 
behind aggressively. 

That marvellous floating 
pass of his, popping in the path 
of Jim Patikas to become the 
winner against the cocky 
Scots, will linger_in our 
memory for a while. 

“I’ve got that match on tape 
and I’ve seen it a few dozen 
times,’ says the pencil-sharp, 
lanky Joe, the very opposite of 
the “‘textbook”’ Italian build. 

“Only wish we hadn't lost to 
the Koreans. They caught us 
twice as we were moving for- 
ward. We knew they were very 
skilful and we also knew we 
shouldn't let them play around 
or we'd be lost. 

“And they still outsmarted 
us twice...” 

Mexico didn’t leave an indel- 
ible mark in Joe’s mind: poor, 
dirty and neglected, he says. 

Then he admits that they 
hardly saw anything of Mexico 
City; only the hotel, training 
ground, the Azteca stadium 
and a few souvenir shops. 

“We would have loved to go 
and see some of the pyramids 
and ancient ruins but didn’t 
have the chance. My father 
did, though; he was there with 
some other parents of the boys 
in the team. They seemed to 
like it.”’ 

One of the tragedies of inter- 
national sport... teams travel 
half way across the world and 
see nothing of the world. 

Since we were highly unli- 
kely to win the Cup anyway, 
couldn’t the officials have ar- 
ranged an educational tour or 
two for the boys, in a country 
they will never visit again? 

Joe Rizzotto shrugs his 
shoulder; it’s clearly not his 
territory. The $20 or $30 daily 
“student” allowance he rfe- 
ceived (and isn’t sure how 
much it really was) went on 
souvenirs such as sombreros. 

Now, back in Marconi, Joe 
is one of the treasures of coach 
Doug Collins, one of the most 
astute men in the business. 

“Rizzotto is a natural tal- 
ent,”” he says. “‘But he is also 
ambitious, competitive and 
anxious to learn. I couldn’t do 
without him.” 

And yet, Joe came into the 
first team only last year,

Most of the people who 
follow soccer here are Greek, 
Italian or Yugoslav, yet the 
soccer administrators have 
been cutting out ethnic club 
names and trying to give the 
game a new look, with the 
result that the game has gone 
downhill rapidly. 

Look, European people don't 
believe in all the American- 


acing traditional names with 
Gunner, Rams, Strikers and so 


on. 

Ask any South Melbourne 
supporter for his preference, 
and he’ll be quck to say “‘Hel- 
las’’. 

There have been reports 
that Sydney Croatia should 
change its name if it hopes to 
get into the NSL, but why? 

The Croatian péople who run 
the club and support it, don’t 
want to change the name, and 
they shouldn't be forced to. 

This club draws a big crowd 
wherever it plays because the 
Croatian people have got right 
behind the team. If the name is 
changed, a lot of these people 
will be lost to soccer, and the 
advantage of having the club in 


the NSL — to fill the coffers of 


the other clubs — will be lost. 

Australian soccer needs the 
ethnic people, whether some 
administrators like it or not. 
Without them, our game would 
die, so we should be encour- 
aging them rather than driving 
them away. 

Just look at what has hap- 


pened to soccer sere the anti- 
ethnic drive started. Crowds 
have fallen alarmingly since 
1977, the first season of the 
NSL, and if we follow the same 
policy, the crowds will plum- 
met even further. 

The Italians want APIA as 
APIA, not as Leichhardt. None 
of them calls the club Leich- 


style razzmatazz, like repl-

It’s interesting to follow the debate about 
the merits or otherwise of promoting several 
of our youth socceroos into the national 
team. 

Arthur George and Les Scheinflug often have 
been quoted as strong supporters of the idea; 
others are more cautious. 


Sadly, but not surprisingly, once again everybody ap- 
proaches the issue with passion rather than logic. 

Let's see some facts first. 

Of the 1881 young Socceroo side only one, David Mit- 
chell, was selected to play against England — and always 
as a substitute. In other words, in the two years since 
1981, not one of the others has matured sufficiently to 
make the grade — or impress caretaker coach Frank 
Arok. 

True, Steve Blair and Peter Raskopoulos did play for 
Australia earlier this year against New Zealand — but 
both have been dropped since. 

Now, if the 1981 crop finds it so difficult to step up to 
full national level — what makes anyone think that the 
1983 squad is ready for promotion now? 

We in Australia tend to throw random facts and figures 
around about other countries to bolster weak arguments. 

Okay, let’s for once see how a well-organised soccer 
nation such as West Germany tackles the problem of 
promoting youth players into senior sides. 

We have taken the trouble to check all available 1983 
records to study the matter. 

First of all, whatever happened to their youth world 
champion team of 1981? 

Of the 18 players who came to Australia, 11 play with 
Bundesliga (first division) clubs. This was their record in 
eS with the number of appearances shown after the 
club: 

Vollborn (Leverkusen) 0, Winklhofer (Leverkusen) 31, 
Trieb (Frankfurt) 20, Zorc (Dortmund) 24, Brummer 
(Kaiserlautern) 15, Herbst (Braunschweig) 17, Loose 
(Dortmund) 17, Sievers (Frankfurt) 7, Brunner (Nurn- 
berg) 14. 

cane others are not even on the staff of Bundesliga 
clubs 

How many of them have played for West Germany? 
None, of course. 

The Germans — like all sensible Europeans — have 
TWO stages between their national youth and senior 
teams: under 21 and under 23. 

We have neither although admirably, Les Scheinflug is 
strongly suggesting at least an under 21 side. 

In Germany — or Italy, Hungary, Poland, etc. the 
youth (that is, under 19 team) is the least significant of 
the four grades. 

Many players mature late, others decide against a 
soccer career. In other words, the age of 18 is an erratic 
yardstick for a future career. 


So the first real test is to reach the under 21 side. 


The West Germans have just appointed former star 
Berti Vogts te coach this team — and his recently an- 
nounced new squad includes only FIVE players from the 
1981 world champion under-19 side: Loose, Schoen, 
Herbst, Vollborn and Trieb. Of these, Schoen is playing 
for Second Division club Waldhof. The other 13 from the 
fom that won the cup in Sydney two years ago are miss- 
NZ... 


Now, of these five some will make the national under 
23 team which, in reality, is the true stepping stone to full 
national team honors. One or two may make it; the 
others will be players who might have failed to impress 
at 18 or 20 — but come good later. 


It’s also interesting to study the 1983 record of the West 
German under 2] squad members. 


Four of them play in the Second Division (with Waldhof 
and Furth) and only six can be said to be regulars in their 
Bundesliga side: Loose, Reinhardt, Falkenmayer, Schae- 
fer, Waas and Reichhert though others such as Neubarth, 
Storck, Herbst, von Heesen and Trieb also played more 
than half of the 34 games. 


But let me repeat for extra emphasis: not one of the 
1881 world champion team has got even near the full 
national squad yet. 


I can hear some critics exclaim: who cares how the 
Germans do things? 


Well, we should care: they have undoubtedly the best 
soccer infrastructure in the world and are the strongest 











soccer nation in Europe. Everything is planned, nothing 
is off the cuff, like elsewhere. 

The ideal for us would be to establish an under 21 and 
under 23 squad and keep these going permanently. As 
soon as a truly talented player dips over the under 19 
limit, he could be drafted into the under 21, then the under 
23 team. 


But this kind of structure requires considerable plan- 
ning and financial outlay. The question also arises: 
against whom could these extra teams play regularly as 
we have no tournaments for such age groups in our area, 
as Europe does? 

The agitation to promote 18-year-olds into the national 
side is sentimentally understandable. Some people, in- 
cluding the ASF president, feel there should be an im- 
mediate outlet for the likes of Patikas, McCulloch, Lowe, 
Dakos and others. 


And so there should be — but that’s certainly not the 
national team. 


Instead of idle speculation, we again had a close look at 
how other countries nurture their young stars. 


We studied the squads of the six countries which took 
part in both the 1979 World Youth Cup and the 1982 World 
Cup in Spain. 

in the mtervening three years Argentma had 4, Hun- 
gary 2, Poland 4, Spain 1, Yugoslavia 3 and the USSR not 
one of their youth players promoted into the senior squad 
from the 1979 side. I said squad! Only three of the Ar- 
gentinians and one of the Poles and Yugoslavs actually 
played in Spain, as well as the Spanish Tendillo and the 
two Hungarians, Sallai and Poloskei. 


Finally, to convince the mindless propagandists of 
“youth above everything”’ of their folly, we examined the 
ages of all the players in last year’s World Cup squads. 


We broke it down to three critical age groups: Under 
20, Under 22 and over 30. 


This chart shows the number of players in each cate- 
gory who were members of the squad (though didn’t nec- 
essarily play):

A total of seven players out of the nominated 528 were 
under 20 — but not all actually played ...and 102 were 
over the age of 30 taking into account the unknown Cam- 
eroon, of whom about one in five were ‘‘old”’ by the yard- 
stick of some local gurus . 

That much for pushing boys into a man’s job too soon. 

Of course, it’s also possible that in none of these above 
countries do they have the foggiest diea about scccer ... 
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hardt. The same goes with 
J.U.S.T., Makedonia, Hellas in 
Adelaide, and Juventus in Ad- 
elaide. 

Isn't it time the Federations 
started being realistic?

“We do not sack coaches.: 
They finish themselves by not' 
winning games,"’ he said. 

“This year we spent a lot of 
money, and we have the 
strongest support in the lea- 
gue, So we must have success. 
All the coaches know this.” 

Asked to what extent he held 
the players responsibie, he 
said: ‘They perform accord- 
ing to what the coach advises 
them. If they don’t produce, 
the first one you have to talk to 
is the coach.” 

Anezakis added however, 
that the team had suffered 
from a star syndrome, “Ele- 
ven stars do not make a 
team,” he said. 


Hellas sacked assistant 
coach Jack Reilly along with 
Rasic, but retained Jim Arm- 
strong as coach of the State 
League team. 


Rasic joined Hellas when 


the club was about $90,000 in 
debt, and helped put the club 
on a firmer financial footing, 
even though he bought Ken 
Murphy (Croatia), John Yzen- 
doorn (Heidelberg), Oscar 
Crino (Tung Sing), Bobby Rus- 
sell (Adelaide City) and Doug 
Brown (Makedonia) for a total 
of about $70,000 He offset 
these purchase by selling 
John Stevenson and Gerry 
Bennett to Sunshine-George 
Cross, George Hannah to 
Croatia, Billy Rogers to Ju- 
ventus and Alun Evans to Mor- 
well Falcons 


In addition, the early eu- 
phoria surrounding the club 
contributed to a bumper crowd 
of about 17,000 against Heidel- 
berg at Middle Park 


Rasic would not comment 
about his sacking, apart from 
expressing his bitter dis- 
appointment. 


“T just want to get the finan- 
cial aspects sorted out and 


relurlt tu Gyuncy us quickly as 
possible,"” he said 

Rasic joined Hellas from 
Blacktown City. Before that he 
coached Adelaide City Juven- 
tus, Marconi-Fairfield, Pan 
Hellenic, St. George Budapest, 
Melbourne-Hungaria and Foot- 
scray J.U.S.T. 

He was national coach from 
1970 to 1974, and also coached 
the Victorian and NSW State 
teams 

Jim Diamantaris, who re- 
signed from the Hellas com- 
mittee, claimed ‘‘player pow- 
er’ had contributed to the 
overthrow of Rasic. 

“How long can we allow the 
club to be run by players? 
They helped get rid of John 
Margaritis as well,"” Diaman- 
taris said. 

“Rale could have stopped 
this. Perhaps not this year, but 
certainly next year. 

“Who knows whether the 
players won't do the same to 
McKendry?”

‘Hellas presents me with an 
enormous challenge, because 
of the players they've bought 
this year and the results ob- 
viously expected of them. My 
immediate task is to organise 
the side. I must find out why 
performances haven't 
matched reputations so far. 


“I'll have to look at each 
player individually. Is Doug 
Brown a wide-playing striker 
or is he best suited to a more 
centralised role? Is John Yzen- 
doorn settling in well at left 
back or is he best used else- 
where? Is Kenny Murphy a 
central midfielder or best used 
wide on the left side? These 
are the sorts of decisions I'll 
be making in coming weeks.” 


McKendry will have major 
teething problems at Hellas. 
He’t! find himself in the midst 
of an administrative upheaval 
and while he may feel that he 
can divorce himself from such 
problems and concentrate 


solely on the playing side of 
things, reality may prove 
vastly different. 

No doubt McKendry will win 
the respect of the senior 
players in his squad but Hel- 
las’ problems are deep rooted 
and lie within the adminis- 
trative structure of the club. 

Some would have it that 
player-power. a popular 
phrase of late, unseated John 
Margaritis as coach last year 
and has led to Rasic’s demise. 
A group of influential suppor- 
ters are adamant that four 
senior players approached the 
committee recently and said 
that they no longer could play 
under Rasic. Whether or not 
this gang of four exists, the 
mere fact that major spheres 
of influence who believe in this 
story will pose continual prob- 
lems this season for president 
Leo Anezakis and his fast di- 
minishing committee suppor- 
ters and may only be resolved 
at the end-of-season annual 
general meeting.

“The proposal has a Iot of

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“There are no stars in our team, just a 
bunch of blokes who go out there and 
give it all they’ve got.

So says Heidelberg Alexander president 
Sam Goulopoulos. And almost without catch- 
ing breath, he fires a salvo at Hellas suppor- 
ters who claim that Heidelberg isn’t really a 
Greek sponsored club. 

‘‘What rubbish! I’ve listened to this bulldust 
for years. Look, Heidelberg is a Greek club. 
We mainly consist of Greeks from Macedonia. 
The Hellas fans who think that they are the 
only Greeks should consider what they should 
call the Cypriots who support Hellas. 

“Everyone is welcome at our club. Every 
kind of Greek and every kind of other race 
too." 

Goulopoulos was an Aussie Rules fan as a 
youngster. His older brother took him to 


Middle Park in the 1960's to watch a derby 
clash between Hellas and Alexander and 
Goulopoulos has been an Alexander fan ever 
since. 

“I:saw this team in yellow and black and 
this other mob in blue and white. Everyone 
seemed to be shouting for the team in blue and 
white, which was Hellas, as if this team was 
made up of 11 Gods who just couldn't be beat- 
en. I resented that. I decided to support the 
underdogs and that was how I became a Hei- 
delberg fan.” 

The major change in the Goulopoulos-led 
Heidelberg has been the club’s switch of head- 
quarters from Olympic Park, Richmond, to 
Olympic Village in Heidelberg. The move was 
made possible principally through a $200,000 
ground development grant from Heidelberg 
Council, and took place last year. 

“The last year we spent at Olympic Park 
(1981) cost us $48,000. We had no control over 
advertising, no control over canteen facilities, 
we couldn't even train on the ground. There

was no atmosphere there. You just came, 
played and went and we were always being 
told what we could and couldn't do with regard 
to dressing rooms. No, we couldn't afford to 
stay there. We had to move,” said Goulopou- 
los. 

“Years ago Jim Mangopoulos started dis- 
cussions with Heidelberg council and we were 
happy to move to Olympic Village when the 
chance came. We've got a social room which 
will be extended for our many members and 
we're well on the way to establishing our- 
selves there." 

While Goulopoulos talks enthusiastically 
about the development of Olympic -Village, he 
is angry at the treatment his club has received 
from the NSL fixtures committee. 


“This season's fixtures have steamrolled us 
financially. We have been given a raw deal, 
make no mistake about that. I looked at a tem- 
porary draw for this season way back in De- 
cember and we were down to play Sydney 
Olympic at home in the first league game. 
Then the fixtures were changed and as usual 
Heidelberg became a victim of dubious cir- 
cumstances. We now find that our biggest 
money spinner — a home game against Hellas 
— is to be played in winter. That's no good to 
us 


“Experienced NSL administrators know 
that big home games early in the season draw 
the biggest crowds. Last year Hellas had the 
first derby between our clubs and it was our 
turn to have the first one this year but it didn’t 
work out-that way. Which doesn’t surprise me. 
It’s not what you know, it’s who you know. I 
can’t elaborate other than to say that it looks 
like as if a few people at Hellas have pulled 
certain strings. 


“I would love Jim Mangopoulos to again 
represent us on the NSL executive. At present, 
the only way we get recognised is by making a 
bit of noise in the press and standing up for our 
rights. That’s not good enough. Our gates are 
down and our social activities are down. 
We've had a bit of adverse publicity this year 
which hasn’t helped but we’re back on the 
right track and things will pick up for sure. 


Sam Goulopoutlos, at 36 the youngest club president in the 
NSL, has earned the reputation of being a straight shooter. At 
times his forthright opinions have landed him in the centre of 
controversy, however the Heidelberg Alexander boss continues 


to shoot from the hip. 


Goulopoulos is the managing director of Andorra, the second 
largest manufacturer of ladies and children’s underwear in 
Australia. He has been in the rag trade for 14 years. His wife, 
Margaret, is his business partner. They have two sons, aged 14 


and seven. 


Goulopoulos first became involved in backing Heidelberg 
financially in 1978 at the request of his good friand Jim Mang- 
opoulos, then club president. Goulopoulos became a club director 
in 1980, He was a vice-president, with Angie Mangas senior 
vice-president. Later that year Goulopoulos was appointed trea- 
surer. He continued as vice-president and treasurer in 1981 ~ 


under new president Arthur Loustas and in 1982 succesded to his 
present presidential position. He still is club treasurer. 


“Entertainment comes first. The public 
wants value for money. Any club in the NSL 
not short of a dollar is living in a fool's para- 
dise. We're all in the same boat. We depend on 
our gates greatly. That's why we must please 
the spectator 

“I got on very well with our coach Len 
McKendry last year. He’s a damn good coach. 
Make no mistake about that, but some of the 
tactics he adopted drove some fans away. His 
style of play didn’t suit our spectators and if 
you don’t please your fans you haven't got a 
club. Ail you’ve got is a giant financial head- 
ache and in the end it all collapses around you. 
To play possession football solely for results is 
a financial disaster. 

“Our coach this year, Ken Morton, has 
adopted a more direct style of play. He’s a 
real down-to-earth kind of bloke who works his 
guts out for us and he is implementing the 
youth policy which the board of directors see 
as crucial to our future. 

*‘I'm very happy with the way Ken is going. 
There's room for improvement though. I'd 
like to see him concentrate more on public re- 
lations, but that’s a minor quibble. He’s think- 
ing about the paying customer and that’s im- 
portant.
